REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for acknowledging the claim for foreign priority and 
confirming receipt of the priority document. Applicant further thanks the Examiner for initialing 
and considering the references listed on the PTO/SB/08 form submitted with the Information 
Disclosure Statement on February 2, 2002. 

Claims 1-8 are all of the pending claims. Claim 3 has been withdrawn from 
consideration because it is not being directed to the previously elected Species of Figs. 10-12. 
Claim 1 is the only pending independent claim. New dependent claim 9 has been added. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 and § 103 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, and 7 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being allegedly clearly 

anticipated by Buschei (1 ,071,875). Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to withdraw 
the rejection at least because Buschei does not teach or suggest all of the recitations of amended 
independent claim 1 . The amendments to claim 1 are fully supported in the original specification 
at least by page 12, line 9- page 13, line 4. 

For example, Buschei does not teach or suggest the claimed jetting apparatus having an 
inclined face connected to said passage; a liquid supply portion provided adjacent to said 
inclined face, said liquid supply portion having liquid injection ports being provided in 
correspondence with said divided sub-passages and a tapered portion located inside said inclined 
face; and a gas passage defined between said tapered portion and said inclined face for supplying 
the gas to said passage of which a sectional area is reduced toward the passage. 
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Buschei teaches a gas purifying apparatus in which fluid is supplied into chamber A2 by 
tubular nozzle parts H. Gas is supplied into the chamber A2 by an open end A'. It appears that 
the Examiner considers the nozzles C as corresponding to the claimed "sub-passages" and 
considers the portions of the wall of the chamber A2 between the openings A3 as corresponding 
to the claimed "at least one partition." Buschei at Fig. 1. 

However, Buschei merely shows gas generally supplied to the chamber A2 by an open 
end A2. The supply of gas cannot be considered the recited "gas passage defined between said 
tapered portion and said inclined face for supplying the gas to said passage of which a sectional 
area is reduced toward the passage." 

Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to withdraw the rejection of 
independent claim 1 for the reasons discussed above, and the rejection of claims 1, 2, 4, 5, and 7 
at least because of their dependency from claim 1 . 

Claim 6 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being allegedly unpatentable over 
Buschei in view of any one of Darby et al. (US 3,881,898), Popov (US 4,014,961), and Bloch 
(4,880,447). Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to withdraw this rejection at least 
because of claim 6's dependency from claim 1, and because these references do not teach or 
suggest a gas passage in which the sectional area is gradually decreased toward a supply port for 
supplying gas into the passage. Instead, the sectional area of the features identified by the 
Examiner as gas passages increase.
